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Genetics and the Future of Man 


Life: was cheap in our 
grandparents’ day. ‘In 
1900, six of the 10. major 
causes of death were. in- 
fectious. diseases and a 
family of four to six chil- 
dren frequently experi- 
enged one or two deaths 
from such diseases. 

Today, we expect all 
our children to live. Only . 
one infectious disease, 
pneumonia, remains 
among the top 10 killers. 
Public health work, mass 
immunization and medi- 
cal advances have 
changed a death pattern 
that had been taken for 
granted for thousands of 
years. 


But while we celebrate the 
victory. over infectious - di- 
Seases, we overlook a problem 
that the victory has brought 
Why was it that in the old 
days only a few-members of a 
large fami-y died from. infec- 
tious diseases? Geneticists 
have suggésted that the sus- 
Ceptibility of resistance — to 
infectious diseases_refleets the 
genetic constitution or geno- 
type of the individual. 

At conception, each human 
being receives 46 chromo- 
somes, the microscopic physi- 
cal basis of heredity found in 
the nuclei of cells. These 46 
chromosomes (23. from a 
sperm_and 23 from an—egg)— 
contains about 100,000 genes, 
‘which compose a . human 
“blueprint” or genotype. This 
genotype gives the individual - 
his biological uniqueness, 


Genes Seldom 
Make Errors 


When genes duplicate, they 
seldom make errors in 
assembling the exact~ se- 
quences of nucleotides (the 


chemical basis of heredity) 
which provide the code for the 
various proteins in the cell, 
This accuracy is not perfect, 
however, and one eut of every 


100,000 copies will be defec- 
tive, or mutant. Like a 
delicate watchwork dropped 


a gene is much 
more likely to lose its function 
than to improve it as a result 
of the mutationa! accident 
Because there are 100,000 
genes in a human cell, the 
fertilization of an egg results 
in-an individual with one more 
mutation than his parents 
had. Most of these mutations: 
(more than 99.9 per cent) are 
losses of function; they 
slightly weaken the individual 
who receives them although 
the other parent may have 
contributed an  unmutated 
gene for that particular func- 
tion.

carry. 16°/covered mutations.

How_is the load expressed in 
the absence of infectious 
diseases? 

Some of this load is. elimi- 
nated today by miscarriage 
(20 per cent of all pregnan- 
cies) and by sterility (muta- 
tions affecting fertiity and 
sperm and egg. production). 
Ten per cent of couples 
attempting to have children 
permanently sterile and 
either sex is equally likely to 
have inherited ‘infertility. A 
smaller portion is lost _in

mutation, then the population 
of the future will see a rise in 
misearriages, infertility, birth 
defects, inherited childhood 
diseases, precocious heart 
attack and precocious stroke. 


The man of two centuries 
hence would suffer from mul- 
tiple complaints. Major ,sur- 
gery would be as commonly 
expécted as a tonsillectomy is 
today. The effort to provide 
medical skills to repair the 
effects of larger loads would 
be costly and frustrating. 


It is my belief that this 
cannot go on indefinitely. Just 
as man resisted and. then 
accepted mass immunization 
and enforced standards of 
publi¢. health, so’ will ‘ he 
demand controls over his own 
heredity. However repugnant 
It is to our values today, the 


prospect of genetic control, or 


eugenics, will be an inevitable 
feature of man's future, 


There are two. prevailing 
eugenic philosophies today. 
Negative eugenics seeks a 


status quo with today's load of 
mutations. It hopes.that selec- 
tive breeding techniques. and 
genetic control-devices will be 
used only to prevent the 
conception of fertilized eggs 
bearing excessive mutational 
loads. 

Positive “eugenics would use 
the same genetic ‘tools -and 
techniques to reduce dur 
present mutational load and 
associated with intelligence 
and creative talents, 


Needs Century 
Of Education 


It is likely that the use of 
negative eugenics will be 
commonplace a century from 
now, But it will require 
another ‘century of education, 
technological. advance and a 
debate on values before posi- 


tive eugenics will be em- 
ployed, because of its many 
poterrtial abuses. 


Much of the technology that 
can be applied to eugenics 
will be a consequence of our 
mastery of the genetic code. 
The sequences of nucleotides 
in the “blueprint’’ compound 
DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid) 
can be translated directly as 
a@ sequence of amino acids in 
a protein, 

Within this century, ‘the 
primary sequence of amino 
acids will be used to predict 
the three-dimensional struc- 


ture of the protein in different - 
environments.

Also by the end of -this 
century, biochemists will have 
learned how to~ synthesize 
short molecules of DNA. con- 
taining nucleotides of any 
desired sequence: The test 
tube synthesis of proteins 
from nucleic acid has already 
been done, and there should 


be no problem using such 
artificial genes to produce 
enzymes for a variety of 


human needs. 


Primary Source 


Of All Food 


For example, photosynthesis 
of sugar from carbon dioxide 
and water is done by plants. 
This is the primary source of 
fool for all other life on 
earth, 

The artificial manufacture, 
ef these photosynthetic en- 
zymes by the technology of 
the 2ist century will provide 
an enormous. increase in the 
available food supply for the 
10 to 15 billion people living at 
that time. 

In the 22nd century, the 
possible eugenic technology 
will increase, A simple blood 
test required for a marriage 
license will provide the basis 
for a genotype analysis by 
computer. The mutational 
load of each individual can 
thus be estimated, and if 
either or both parents exceed 
accepted norms,. they may he 
counseled to have artificial 


insemination or implantation 
instead. 
As these advances in 


molecular biology and molecti- 
lar 
cepted, the nature of medicine 
will change. It will become 
almost exclusively preventive.
